TROOPS SEEKING 
BODIES IN TULSA 


Tulsa, Okla, June 2.—With day- 
break today Tulsa, under the control 
of strict martial law, begun a system- 
atic stock-taking of the death and 
ruin which a few hours of race rioting 
spread in its path Tuesday evening 
and Wednesday morning. The mil- 
itary forces, headed by Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Barrett, started a check-up of the 
list of dead, which unofficial estimates 
placed at somewhere near 100, most of 
them, negroes. Belief was expressed 
by all officials that the disturbance 
would not recur. 

Light white men were killed so far 
as a check of the morgues disclosed. 
Some of the thirty-five white injured 
in hospitals were expected to die. 

When the military forces .searched 
the burned negro section a number of 
negro bodies were expected to be 
found. This morning the bodies of 
fifteen negroes lay in the morgues. 

Belief was expresed by officials that 
the bodies of all negroes killed would 
be found, ag it was thought that a 
number were burned in their homes. 
Then, too, reports were received at 
military headquarters that a number 
of negro bodies had been thrown into 
the river and others buried outside 
of the city. 

Physicians treating the wounded 
negroes at hospitals said a score could 
not recover, 

Business was virtually suspended 
last night under a special order issued 
by Adjutant-General Barrett, but 
stores were permitted to open at 6 
o'clock this morning, 

Citizens were not permitted on the 
streets last night, under the order, 
and it was strictly enforced by the 
guardsmen. Anyone who ventured on 
the streets without a military pass was 
taken to the guardhouse, 

Outside the horror of killing and 
wounding jin the series of race battles, 
the situation of thousands of home- 
less negroes today presented the most 
serfous condition and one which will 
give the authorities the biggest prob- 
lem for solution. All that was left 
this morning of the hundred of ne- 
Bro homes bunched in the quarter fired 
by white rioters, was a blackened 
waste, a curling column of smoke here 
and there and a few seattered walls, 

An idea of the extent of the destruc. 
tion in the burned area is gained from 
the statement that it is more than a 
mile square,

Many birds like to eat the seeds of 
different plants, but the cultivated 
plants on our farms are'not the ones 
most affected in such cases. The nox- 
ious weeds which fill our flelds occupy 
the activities of our birds and they 
are continually doing their best to de- 
stroy them, This assistance in weed 
control is worthy of mention and is 
too often overlooked. 

It is important that we should at 
least be familiar with the names of 
our principal feathered agricultural 
Vassistants, those charming little crea- 
‘tures which {ill the fields and forests 
lw vith their harmonious songs. 

It must be acknowledged that the} 

group of birds of prey include very 
few of good and pleasing appearance, 
and it,s chiefly on that account that 
they are classed as thieves and vag- 
abonds. However, except for a few 
really harmful ones, their usefulness 
is very significant to us, The Broad- 
winged Hawk, with his powerful sight, 
the Sparrow Hawk, so quick in his 
movements, the owl with his mourn- 
ful hooting, are all kept busy destroy: 
ing harmful rodents. Considerable 
damage, often irreparable, is done by 
the -tield-mice in our orchards. Let us 
leave the owls and beneiicial hawks 
to increase their number in full liber- 
ty and carry on their excellent work 
of destroying these enemies of our 
fruit trees, 

All children know of the active 
woodpecker who, with his fine sbeak, 
continuously taps around the trees. 
He does not act in this manner simply 
for recreation. With his well-pointed 
beak he perforates the bark aud from 
underneath it, guided by instinct, 
draws out the worm that eats the 
wood and which kills so many of ‘our 
beautiful shade trees. 

During the summer months our cul- 
tivated fields are visited by a multi- 
tude of grasshoppers. Unfortunately 
these jumping insects feed on the 
wheat and oats under cultivation, Our 
friends, the birds, during the time of 
the outbreaks, are constantly busy try: 
{ng to exterminate as many as possible 
of these wasteful insects. 

We have also the cuckoos, who are 
very fond of moths and caterpillars; 
these birds are chiefly useful in our 
orchards, where they perform most of 
their work. One cuckoo alone in a 
very short time can devour over three 
thousand moths and caterpillars, Just 
imagine the enormous quantity of in- 
sects that one thousand of the birds 
can destroy, The blackbirds, the Bob- 
olink, the Tree Sparow, all have 
beneficial habits, and should be con- 
sidered among the most useful birds 
to agriculture,

While flying | 
gracefully they catch flies, beetles and 
other harmful insects. The warblers, 
thrushes and robins, take the place of 
the air-hunting swallows in the trees 
and hedges, and with great efficiency 
destroy there numerous harmful Int 
sects, 

Even the Crow, though so contemp- 
tible in many ways, fs a protective 
element to agriculture. It is true 
that during the sowing season this 
bird sometimes has the habit of un- 
earthing oats, corn and other seeds, 
but this does not last long. <As soon 
as the young plants make their ap: 
pedrance the Crow looks for its food 
among the beetles, cutworms, grass- 
hoppers, moths and field mice. It fs 
even believed by some that the Crow 
fully repays the damage it does. 

From the above statements we must 
draw the logical conclusion that the 
usefulness of birds is unquestionable. 
We already love them for their cheer: 
ful warbling around our homes and in 
our forests, as well ag for: their grace- 
fulness and constant activity. Their 
charm is such that the country without 
birds would be a desolate place and 
we would refuse to live in it. 

Many of the most beautiful species | TITLE 
of birds prefer living close to habita- oi MIE 
tion, where they build their nests and ;

ings. Let us have some gratitude to- | 
wards the birds who render so many | 
good turns in spite of our cruelty toi 
them.

ing them shelter, respecting their 
nests and facilitating their increase. 
Any intelligent child with good natur- 
al disposition will protect the birds, 
but this is not suMcient; let us teach 
the children how to love them. sot} 
us puttaside these cruel customs which 
favor the extermination of the birds. 
Whoever protects these small crea- 
tures is a good citizen, and follows in 
this way the spirit of our Creator,

NOTICE TO 
SCHOOL BOARDS 


The Department of Education — is 
planning to have all grade VIL and 
grade IX candidates write at their own 
schools this year. The grade IN ex- 
amination begins on Friday, June 17th, 


20th. Full instructions and all nee- 
essary supplies are being sent to the 
secretary of each school where the 
teacher sent in any names of candi- 
dates for examination, and the school 
board in each of these districts is ex- 
pected to make provision for the ex- 
amination, 

The inspector would suggest that, 
if at all possible, rural school boards 
arrange for the teachers of two 
schools where examinations are to be 
held to interchange during the ex- 
amination, By adopting this plan no
